Five Sections 


‘The 14th Amendment is a 
lengthy one of five sections. It 
bars subversives and enemies 
of the nation from serving in 
the Congress. It sets out the 
constitutional provisions concern- 
ing the public debt. It estab- 
dishes how congressional repre- 
sentatives shall be apportioned. 
Tt was the Supreme Court inter~ 
pretation of the first of the five 
sections which angered a ma- 
jority of the Georgia Assembly. 
That section reads: 

“Citizenship defined; privi- 
leges of citizens.—All persons 
born or naturalized in the Unit- 
ed States, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, are citizens 
of the United States, and of the 
State wherein they reside. No 
State shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the priv- 
ileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States; nor shall 
any State deprive any aeons of 
life, liberty, or property, with- 
out due process of law; nor deny 
to any person within its juris- 
diction the equal protection of 
the laws.”’ 

Certainly no legislator would 
wish this to be eliminated from 
the Constitution of his country. 
What the Georgia press knew 
was that the members were 
secking politically to identify 
themselves with what they be- 
lieved to be the public opinion 
in their state, aroused by the 
segregation issue.

Despite the pleas of civic groups and 
the newspapers and the weight of public 
opinion, it now appears definite that an- 
other early primary is to be crammed 
down the throats of Atlanta voters. 

With only five days left of the current 
General Assembly session, the bill which 
would permit Atlantans to vote in the 
fall—which they did before the election 
date was rigged in 1952 to accommodate 
his honor, Mayor William B. Hartsfield 
—has been left to die. 

Its demise is due solely to the fact that 
Rep. Muggsy Smith refuses to sign it, 
although the other three members of the 
Fulton delegation have done so and have 
begged him to go along. 

We have said, and we still believe, 
that both mayor and Rep. Smith are 
endangering their political futures by 
their hard-headedness. When two people 
are thus able to circumvent the will of 
the majority, the repercussions are bound 
to be reflected by the voters themselves. 

We have heard all the supposed rea- 
sons why there should be an early pri- 
mary. They all add up to a belief by the 
mayor that it is to his advantage to get 
it over as quickly as possible. They show 
a distrust of the voters’ judgment and a 
fear of future events. 

Why should the mayor be afraid to 
take his chances for election at any 
time? 

Early primaries are essentially an evil. 
Rigging election dates for the advantage 
of anyone—in or out of office—cannot be 
justified or rationalized. 

Rep. Smith’s blind loyalty to the 
mayor and the latter’s willingness to in- 
sist upon it are puzzling and disconcerting. 
But the facts speak for themselves. 

Be that as it may, an early primary 
now seems certain. And to paraphrase 
the familiar poem, there’s no doubt this 
time about “who killed Cock Robin.” 
May his honor and Mr. Smith make no 
mistake about that!

The Senate Puts Jekyll 
On Road to the Future 


The General Assembly seems about to 
put Jekyll Island on the road to develop- 
ment for all the people of Georgia. 

That, in effect, is the interpretation 
many thoughtful people are giving the 
Senate’s action Friday in overwhelmingly 
approving an amendment to.a House- 
approved measure for developing the 
island which will set up a new Jekyll 
Island Authority. 

The new authority will be in the na- 
ture of a Constitutional board and will 

remove the island as far from politics 
* as can be done without outright sale. 

Although the measure was defeated 
in the House when originally proposed 
by Rep. George Smith, it was revived in 
the Senate with the backing of Sen. 
Peyton Hawes, These two gentlemen de- 
serve commendation as does Gov. Griffin 
for supporting the Legislature in its ef- 
forts to follow his recommendations to 
take the island out of politics. 

The House of Representatives should 
lose little time in approving the Senate’s 
action. While these measures may not 
solve the Jekyll problem entirely, they 
lay the groundwork for a new start on 
a splendid project for all the people of 
Georgia and for a renewal of confidence 
in its development. 

Jekyll Island has a great potential. 
May this General Assembly be the one 
which charted its path in that direction.

“We make this disgraceful contribution,” he continued, |

ourselves, against our fellows who do the same thing. Upon the 
slightest reflection it at once becomes apparent that we are 


citizens and poor sports. 


‘“‘We can drive it home to our people that we are poor sports
